ftiid. n« I liAvc told yon, he was a 
incinliL'r ol tlie House. 10 very Olio noon 
SAW (hat there would be an eiclted 
Ime. Tliep«o|>le.«v«i4r«her« were 
titlkliitr abont tiie StRinp Act, And the 
Bnrgeiiei knew Hint aomelhluK 
would have to be done. They were 
(icnernlly rich men, with lnii{e fnrms, 
nnd lived iiiKrcKt "lyle. Tliuy lovrd 
EuKland. for the Virginia people had 
never lorgotteu that their fathers and 
irrandratheri were Engltihinen ; and 
they were proitd of their blood. 
They were qnllo willing thnt the 
King of England ihould continue to 
reign over llicm.'ir tliey were Iretiled 
like lira reit of hli tubjcntt wbo lived 
in Englaitd. If they were not, they 
nioant lo retiat, but not to net in a' 
paaalnn. It wor.ld lie far beller, they 
llioiiglit, to petition the Kiii^ to do 
theiM juaiice, than to tell him in plitln 
word* IhAl they would not obey hlin. 

When Palricb Heury renchod Wil 
llfimaburg he found Hint thin was Ihe 
genarai .waytaf ticAioely a 

alugle member of the tiui'Kcsset was 
readr to act promptly. They itili 
hopoifNl'a "redreai of grievaneea" 
aa it wa« eRiled, by acndtng a petition 
l*tHa King; but Patrick Heury iiad 
made up hi* mind that this would do 
no good, lie, therefore, delei miiied 

10 act boldly, and aoou after the 
lIouMAgaeqiblc&he roie -to nddreu 
them. 

They were a grave And lifipoiiHg 
body, very diflfercnt from tlie plAin 
countrymen whom he was nccuatom- 
ed to iu liaiiorer. Their dress nnd 
appearance Indicnted their rank In 
ioeieiy. On all aldea were powder- 
ed beadi and rulHed ihlrts, and laces 
ftill of dignity. They were almost

was exactly the aaipe Rwkward-look- 
Ing cOuhd-yman as before. 

Ai he rose In his place, Ihe Bur- 
j SMMIoMied tbeir head* and looked 
lt"Vllllit Tlitv Vonreely knew hU 
name, and no doubt thought It pre- 
sumptuous In tills plnlnly dretaed 
young man lo be lAking the lead, and 
lelllRcaidepiMrione what Wat beat 
t»b«ide«B. Bot Pairtek Henry paid 
RO attention .t«i tliBir IooIm of tur. 
prise. He had made u|>' MRtHViBd to 
lay what ho Imd to any, and glvu hi 
own opinion at lci>>t on tlio subject of 
tho Stamp Act. Uo spoke in a quiet 
(ou».4tad wAA)iit<ned to in deep al- 
ienee. The Stemp Act WM illegAl 
and oppfetiive to Virginia, ho lAld ; 
and be thereforo moved that the 
House of Uiirj^asies should pass Ihe 
rcsoluticn ho was about to read to 
thctn. Ue then read the resolutions, 
wbtoii i.e bad written on a blank leaf 
torn ODt of an old law book. The 
tone of them was respectful, but thero 
was no doubt what tlicy meant, ns tho 
Inst of them declared that no onb had 
tho rliclit to lAX Virginia, Utt file 
Virginia Unrgesses. 

The reiolRtiony Were looked upon 
as violent Atid Vtry tmprudeut. They, 
in fact, asserted that the King hud no 
riglit to levy laxcs In Virginia, which 
was very .nuch liko rebellion ; and 
several speakers at onue rose, sMd de- 
iionncod tbom as highly injiidieiotis, 
Tbero wits a Tto lent ezoilement ns 
one AftorlttATH'll' 4f8ke"1{rllnst the 
reaolutions, And then Patrick Honry 
rose lo defend llioni. 

His whole appearance had changed, 
and' tlie Bargfessa^iRoaiiifoaad that 
Uie poorly oTad yonng eounlrrmau 
WAt A mttohless spoAkcr, nnd su|io- 
rtor to all of them. liis head was 
carried erect, and his stooping flgni-e 
(frew straight ae an nn-ow. ills oye 
flashed, and bis voice rolled through 
tb«;b»ll like 4|iunder. Ho was fully 
arouied, aiid deiipunoed England In 
nhttt 01 m bitterest Insolt. Why 
iWtiVKnfelMii' people better than VIr.

There are thir- 
teen oustom-honses in Maine, alone. 
In twelve of these eslabliahnients the 
collections aggregate ^,000 and tho 
employers are paid »88.000, Tho 
Portland custom-house is the only 
one that pays ezpenies In Maine. At 
the Fronobman's Bay custom-house, 
tho sum total collections is (16 78; yet 
lliere are; situated Ihcro a horde of 
offlclals who cost the country over 
^5,000 At New Orleans, where tho 
custom-house has been usvd alv.iosv 
oxclusiyoiy for polllloal purooses, the 
colleollons are )1,747,3'J0,69 ; but to 
collect it there is ex'peaded $270,759- 
04. The St. Louis custom-houso col- 
lects nearly as much as that at New 
Orleans, hut tho expenses are only
